POWERFUL NEW LGHT 


London, Dec." 15"—A light which far 
surpasses any existing arrangement,of 
artificial light and is the closest ap- 
proximation to actual daylight ever 
accomplished 
is understood by 
the 


American chamber 
of commerce in 
London to have been perfected here. 
The apparatus is of a high electric 


light, but fittted with a cup shaped 
apaque reflector, the s_ilvered inner side 
of which reflects the light against a 
parasol shaped screen placed above 
the light. ".The screen is lined with 
email patches of different colors,' ar- 
ranged according to a formula worked 
out empirically by Mr. Sberingham, 
the inve'ntor and carefully tested and 
perfected 
in"-'the' ^imperial college of 


science and technology. 
The light thrown down- from 
the 


screen is said to show colors almost as 
well as in full daylight. 
Under the 


new light 'delicate yellow were quite 
distinct, indigo blues were blue, cobalts 
had their full value and violets lost 
the reddish shade which they display 
in felectric light. The American cham- 
ber says a great future is expected for 
this invention in such' uses as the

Bat's Method of Climbing. 


Certain bats appear to have found 


their hook-like thnriibs and hind feet 
Insufficient-for suspension, ,aiid have 
made use of the suction principle for 
this purpose.

There Is an end to all 
things," continued Mr. Pack, "and the 
timbermen, lumbermen and wood-using 
Industries must'-get together with the 
foresters on n national forest policy of 
some kind. \Ve all know about locking 
the stable door after the horse Is 
stolen, 'and we can all stand around 
and wonder what to do when the well. 
runs dry, but what are we going to do 
when the forests give out? Place your 
finger on something into which the use 
of wood In the making does not enter. 
Rather hard for you to do it, I will 
say.

GODDESS -HAS.MANY.STATUES 


o.r.iSiuV Egypt'*" War, D\- 


vinity;'-See«n«;te.Have Been a 


Favorite With Sculptors. 


. The arrival at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum or Art, in New York, of seven 
statues of Sekhmett, or Mut, the an- 
cient Egyptian goddess of war, pur- 
chased in England in 1914, reminds 
one of the beginnings of modern inter- 
est in. archeology, for the seven stat- 
ues, although, their history over the 
last century seems difficult to trace in 
all its details, were probably among 
the earliest results of Egyptian exca- 
vation, that came to England. Some- 
thing over thirty- centuries ago Egyp- 
tian sculptors were carving such stat- 
ues out of solid blocks of black gran- 
ite for the decoration of temples; and 
then in 1760, as the .record goes, an 
Arab sheik, working at the Instigation 
of a Venetian priest, found si statue 
o£ Mut in the sand that had accumu- 
lated over the ruins of Karnac. Since 
then a good many statues of Mut have 
been recovered, and the strange god- 
dess of strife, part animal and part 
human, as the sculptors imagined her, 
dwells in many a museum. 


Don't Blame Mosquito. 


We have lately been taught that the 


mosquito was the only disseminator of 
malaria, and that we should be safe if 
jye should get rid of 'mosquitoes. But 
Doctor Rons, farme,rly chief physician 
of the St. Louis hospital at Jerusalem, 
asserts as the result of his own experi- 
ence of 20 years and that of many 
colonial physicians, that malaria often 
exists where there are rio mosquitoes. 


He points, out that everywhere in 


malarial countries the disease breaks 
out just at the time when the soil is 
broken for planting. He does not deny 
that- the anopheles mosquito spreads 
malaria, but he says this -is evidently 
not the 'only means of infection. 


The- old theory that malaria was 


caused by the bad. air of swampy dis- 
tricts or by certain emanations from 
the soil may be correct after all.

Frankfort and Cologne, the little town 
of Koenlgsteln has enjoyed an

usual, though not unprecedented, mil- 
itary Importance this summer, owing 
to the fact that General Mangln linn 
made It his headquarters. The de- 
struction of Its fortress, the bnildlng 
of railways and steamships for the 
Rhine, All these had shorn Koenig- 
steln of Its one-time importance, and 
during the last 130 years, but for the 
bufttle and laughter of the periodic 
holiday-maker, the little town seems 
to have fallen asleep. Through gently 
rising and falling country, past gar- 
dens which are a colored tangle of 
climbing geraniums and other flowers, 
the traveler comes upon Koenigstein. 
And Instantly his attention is arrested 
by the great ruin, silent, misshapen, 
upon the hill, forcing upon the pres- 
ent, inexorably, the memory of the 
past. Here owing to the treachery of 
one of his messengers, the 
French 


general, Meunier, surrendered to the 
Prussians In 1792; here the French 
returned four years later in triumph, 
only shortly after to destroy and then 
abandon'their little city encompassed 
by Its powerful walls, lest the ap- 
proaching enemy should once more 
intrench himself there. 
Today, in 


times of peace, a great French soldier 
walks beneath the shadow of the 
fortress, while his men in their pic- 
turesque azure uniforms, climb Incon- 
sequently about its shattered terraces 
and through its broken doorways. 


HELPING FRANCE TO REBUILD 


Californians Responsible for the Erec 


tion Of Model Village in the 


Devastated Region. 


Anyone acquainted with the mar- 


velous recuperative energy of France 
will hardly be surprised at the pace 
with which she is rebuilding her waste 
places and desolate heritages.
